Richardson’s Bowling for the Season,--The 
end of the cricket season has been a time of triumph for 
Richardson, the famous 
Surrey bowler, who is said 
to be the only bowler that 
the great W. G. Grace

work from the day the 
season opened until it 
closed, his record for 1897 
is really remarkable.

whose barbarous crime has filled the community 
with horror. The Surbiton drowning case also 
calls for a greater display of energy by the 
Police. Indeed, Surbiton is so near London that 
New Scotland Yard might well despatch its 
acutest Sherlock Holmes to join in the inquiry 
as to how Lily Cheeseman, the barmaid of the 
Southampton Hotel, and of the adjoining railway- 
station buffet, came by her death on Thursday 
night, Sept. 30 last. ‘Cherchez Uhomme!”’ 
should bé the cry, instead of ‘‘ Cherchez la 
femme!’ An attractive attendant at Spiers and 
Pond’s bar, Miss Lily Cheeseman was doubtless 
the recipient of the usual attentions from the idle 
loungers who find a congenial pastime in chatting 
with barmaids. Have the Police of Surbiton 
sufficiently examined the men the drowned girl 
may have been acquainted with? Have they 
traced out any man or men who may have been 
on the Promenade at Surbiton when the melan- 
choly occurrence thus described at the inquest 
took place ?—- 


George Sanders, a carpenter, of Surbiton, stated that as 
he was walking along the Portsmouth Road near the river 
on Thursday evening, he saw a young lady coming down 
the Surbiton Road. She crossed the road and made her 
way to the Promenade. Two or three minutes later 
witness heard a splash: He hurried back to the river- 
side, but could see nothing. As he turned away two tramps 
came along the Parade. The Coroner: “ Did you hear any 
sound beyond a splash?” Witness: “Yes. I heard a 
faint ‘Oh.’ On the following morning I went to the Police 
Station and stated what I heard.”’ 

Several jurymen expressed indignation at the action of 
the witness in not taking immediate steps to inform the 
police of what he heard. A somewhat heated altercation 
took place between one of the jurymen and the witness on 
this point until the coroner intervened. 

Edward White, a gardener, living in the Portsmouth 
Road, also heard a scream at midnight on Thursday. He 
was awakened by his dog growling. A little later on 
witness saw a man walking along the Parade. He was 
dressed in a grey suit and a large felt hat. 


Public opinion will certainly not rest satisfied 
till this sorrowful case is thoroughly sifted. The 
coroner’s jury returned the verdict that Lily 
Cheeseman ‘‘ met her death by drowning, but by 
what means she entered the water there is not 
sufficient evidence to show.’ It is for the police

~ Wintering Poultry Stock. 

; kod N referring in this note spe- 
cially to the stock of young 
poultry, ducks, turkeys, 
etc., which it is intended 
by breeders to keep over 
winter, it will be necessary, 
in order to keep down the 
corn bill, to get rid of the 
surplus birds, the cockerels, 
drakes, and young cock- 
turkeys as soon as possible. 
Reserving only one surplus 
male bird or two after 
making up the pens for 
keeping, I would put the 
others into fattening-pens, 
give them a_fortnight’s 
cramming, and then send 

: them to the poultry-dealer 

or salesman. How they siould be prepared, with care and

ot the summer wigwam houses of which I gave a sketch a 
few weeks ago. It isa plan Iam adepting for my own stock 
this autumn, and I shall be pleased to put any of my readers 
who may want these utility houses into the way o getting 
them cheaply. Each house is 5 ft. wide by 5 ft. long, and 
open at one end. The pair placed with their open ends 
opposite and set close together make 
A House 10 ft. by 5ft., 
anl capable of holding thirty or forty fowls. When I want 
to add a run (as per the sketch), I put a 6-ft. long wire- 
netting covered hurdle on each side, in between the houses, 
setting them 6 ft. apart for that reason. When I want to 
cover the whole in, so as to have a house 16 ft. long and 
capable of 
Holding Seventy or Eighty Fowls, 
I simply set up six sheets of roofing-iron upon the wire- 
hurdled-part—three on each side; or I cover the run part 
over with a tarpaulin and thus make a snug and cheap 
house. Itis readily portable. I place perches about 1 ft. 
irom the ground—quite high enough—and I find this plan 
the best and most economic one I have ever tried. They 
are quite draught proof and it is next to impossible to let 
them get foul. There is no cleaning out required ; you just 
lift the whole to a fresh spot instead—which takes about 
five minutes. 
A Novelty in Chrysanthemums. 
_ A reader who grows “Mums ” for profit is anxious to go 
in for a novel variety. I think he may do well with the 
“ Ostrich Plume” or hairy-flowered variety, of which the 
Sketch shows -a. type.

cut with long spikes, these would be most effective, and 
wonld, I have no doubt, take well in a cut-flower market. 
I do not find it advisable to thin buds so freely when only 
cutting-flowers are required. It is better to propagate 
early, to cut back deeply, and then to let all the breaks that 
come be trained up to afford plenty of stems for carrying 
flowers to cut at. Of course, the flowers thus grown will 
not be equal to the giant show specimens, but no one 
except the somewhat crank exhibitor will care much about 
that. I should advise the inquirer, and all chrysanthemum

The Late Sir John Gilbert, R.A.—Another of 
the veterans of English Art has been lost to us in the 
death of Sir John Gilbert, 3 
R.A. He was born in 1817, 
and first exhibited in the ~~ 
year before the- Queen’s - 
Accession. ~ He. will be 
chiefly remembered by the 
general public for his ad- 
mirable black - and - white 
work in the Illustrated 
London News in its younger 
days, and in book illustra- 
tion. Sir John Gilbert’s 
I.L.N. Christmas Tlustra- 
tions were among the most 
beautiful works of art 
printed by the parent of 
pictorial newspapers. Many 
editions of our English 
classics have been enriched 
with bis drawings, rough 
and powerful in their style, 
harmonising well with the 
rugged times they illustrated. Especially was this the case 
with the illustrations of Shakspere, to which he devoted 
somany years.

The Maidstone Typhoid Fever Epidemic. 
Maidstone, which has come into undesired prominence 
owing to the ravages of typhoid there, is the county town 
of Kent. There the county prison stands and the assize 
courts, though on this occasion the Judges have removed 
the ensuing assizes to Canterbury in consequence of the 
epidemic. Maidstone is believed to have been a» Roman 
station, and it has always been an important tradin 
town. Its charters date from the reign of Edward VI. 
It seems to have been a Protestant town, for the

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revolt of Sir Thomas Wyat against Queen Mary 
began there, and early in this century Hughson 
estimates that half the population were Nonconformists. 
It is clear that it was the pollution of the Farleigh springs 
by hop-pickers that caused the outbreak. Great neglect 
has undoubtedly been exhibited by the Town Council and 
the Water Company, but now everybody is alive to the 
gravity of the situation, and doing their best to cope with 
the epidemic. There are six temporary hospitals — five 
having been specially fitted out within the last week or 
two—the Salvation Army Hall with a large adjoining shop; 
& mission-room in Hedley Street on the top of the hill 
beyond the jail; the Milton Street Mission; the Congre- 
gational Schools; the Wesleyan Schools (so well suited that 
they might have been built for a hospital to start with), 
and, finally, the regular hospital of the town, a mile or two 
out, on the hill of Barming. There are about eighty nurses 
inall, The Lord Mayor of London has opened a fund at 
the Mansion House for the relief of sufferers.

CLONFERT CATHEDRAL. 


A wRITER in the Church Times some years ago, when visiting 
the smaller cathedrals in Ireland, said he was most anxious 
to see Clonfert Cathedral, but could not get information 
about the route, so was compelled to give up the idea of 
— place. Clonfert, however, can now be reached 
from Banagher Station on the Great Southern and Western 
Railway, by half-an-hour’s drive on an Trish jaunting-car. 
Banagher is about three hours’ penes by train from 
Dublin. Clonfert Cathedral is well worth seeing.. It was 
founded as far back as the year 558 (thirty-nine years 
before St. Augustine landed in England). The doorway, 
a fine specimen of Hiberno-Romanesque architecture, dates 
from the year 1166. The east window is nearly a thousand 
years old. St. Brendan, the founder of Clonfert, in the year 
558, is credited with having landed in America in the sixth 
century, thus anticipating Columbus by over nine hundred 
years. In the reign of Queen Elizabeth, before Trinity 
College, Dublin, was founded, it was proposed to found the 
University in Clonfert. In the year 1175, when Roderic 
O'Connor, King.of Ireland, carried on his negotiations with 
Henry I, of England, the Abbot of Clonfert was one of the 
ambassadors sent by him to Windsor. Clonfert was cele- 
brated as a seat of learning. At one time there were as 
many as three thousand students there. The cathedral at 
present is used as the parish church. It is very small, but 
very beautiful in many respects.

This Extract from the Queen’s Diary 


was with characteristic kindness and tender 
sympathy sent, on Oct. 19, 1892, from Balmoral, 
by Her Majesty to Lord Tennyson on hearing of 
the death of the late Poet Laureate— 

Osborne, Tuesday, Aug. 7, 1883. 

After luncheon saw the great Poet Tennyson in dearest 
Albert’s room for nearly an hour; and most interesting it 
was. Heis grown very old, his eyesight much impaired. 
But he was very kind. Asked him to sit down. He talked 
of the many friends he had lost, and what it would be if he 
did not feel and know that there was another world,where 
there would be no partings ; and then he spoke with horror 
of the unbelievers and philosophers who would make you 
believe there was no other world, no Immortality, who tried 
to explain all away in a miserable manner. We agreed that 
were such a thing possible, God, Who is Love, would be 
far more cruel than any human being. He quoted some 
well-known lines from Goethe, whom he so much admires. 
Spoke of the poor Lily of Hanover (Princess Frederica) so 
kindly, asking after my godchildren. He spoke of Ireland, 
and the wickedness of ill-using poor animals : “ I am afraid 
I think the world is darkened ; I dare say it will brighten 
again.” 

I told him what a comfort “In Memoriam” had again 
been to me, which pleased him; but he said I could not 
believe the number of shameful letters of abuse he had 
received about it. Incredible! When I took leave of him, 
I thanked him for his kindness, and said I needed it, for I 
had gone through much, and he said, “ You are so alone on 
that terrible height ; it is terrible. I’ve only a year or two 
to live, but I shall be happy to do anything for you I can, 
Send for me whenever you like.” I thanked him warmly.
